 COUNTY EXECUTIVE 

WHEREAS, both the United States Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) and the 
NYS Department of Economic Development, Empire State Development's Environmental 
Management Investment Group (EMIG) provide grant assistance to municipalities and not-for-profit 
corporations to implement projects to increase waste recycling; and  

 
WHEREAS, the Department of Environment and Planning provides technical assistance to 

municipalities and businesses to help address their waste management needs; and  
 
WHEREAS, construction and demolition waste was identified as a targeted waste stream by 

the Town of Amherst, the Northwest Communities Solid Waste Management Board, and the 
Northeast Southtowns Solid Waste Management Board in their New York State approved Solid 
Waste Management Plans; and  

 
WHEREAS, on November 4, 1999, this Legislative Body passed a resolution  

(Comm. 19E-28) authorizing the County Executive to enter into the necessary agreement with 
USEPA to accept $36,250 in grant resources to support a solid waste management assistance project 
and assist municipalities in developing markets for construction and demolition waste; and  

 
WHEREAS, on April 6,2000, this Legislative Body passed a resolution (Comm. 6E-28) 

authorizing the County Executive to enter into the necessary agreement with the NYS Department of 
Economic Development, Empire State Development's Environmental Management Investment 
Group (EMIG) to accept a $70,000 grant to continue and expand the County Solid Waste 
Management Assistance Project; and  

 
WHEREAS, on July 13, 2001, this Legislative Body passed a resolution (Comm. 15E-15) 

authorizing the County Executive to enter into the necessary agreement with USEPA to accept an 
additional $29,900 in grant resources to continue to expand the Solid Waste Management Assistance 
Project and specifically develop a City of Buffalo Deconstruction Pilot program; and  

 
WHEREAS, the use of the Buffalo Architectural Salvage Committee of the Allentown 

Association, Inc., to implement the City of Buffalo Deconstruction project will provide the technical 
expertise necessary to determine whether buildings scheduled for demolition have architectural 
significance and are appropriate candidates for deconstruction; and  
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WHEREAS, the final combination of these three grants into one grant effort has resulted in 

the necessity to revise the overall grant budget (SFG #362) to best meet the anticipated future needs 
of the specific State and Federal grant workplans; and  

 
WHEREAS, on June 21, 2001, this Legislative Body passed a resolution (Comm. 13E-16) 

allocating funding for a Senior Account clerk of which 50% was designated to come from the Solid 
Waste Management Assistance Project (SFG #362) which will require a transfer of $12,297 from 
Personnel and Fringes to Interfund account.

(not to exceed $2,000) with the Buffalo Architectural Salvage Committee of the Allentown

WHEREAS, the Federal Highway Administration (FHWA) has provided the New York State 
Department of Transportation (NYSDOT) with funds for the purpose of implementing the 
Congestion Mitigation and Air Quality (CMAQ) Improvement Program; and  

 
WHEREAS, the Niagara Frontier has qualified for CMAQ program funds as a result of being 

in non-attainment of Federal air quality standards; and  
 
WHEREAS, NYSDOT has entered into agreement with Erie County to administer the 

allocated $376,000 in CMAQ program funds; and  
 
WHEREAS, a resolution (Comm. 6E-21) passed April 13, 2000, provided the necessary 

authorization to accept CMAQ funding; and  
 
WHEREAS, NYSDOT will enter into agreement with Erie County to provide an additional 

$104,000 from CMAQ Program funding; and 
 
WHEREAS, the New York State Energy Research and Development Authority 

(NYSERDA), through an agreement with the U.S. Department of Energy Rebuild America Program, 
has been charged with organizing community based regional partnerships to promote energy-
efficient products and services throughout New York State; and  

 
WHEREAS, in April of 2000, NYSERDA accepted Erie County's proposal to serve as the 

local coordinator and agreed to support the coordinator's position; and  
 
WHEREAS, through Legislative authorization, provided by a resolution (Comm. 6E-21) 

dated April 13, 2000, the Department of Environment and Planning has accepted this role and 
successfully coordinated the Rebuild Partnership in Western New York; and  

 
WHEREAS, the realignment of position will enable the County to redirect the existing grant 

resources to effectively accomplish the original objectives of the grant contract, and enable a current 
employee to transfer from a grant position where funding is about to expire to a completely funded 
NYSERDA grant.
